Ruhr occupation was Illegal—he re- 
ferred to the alliance of the world 
war, and pointed out that "friendships 
which reman sacred through hurri- 
canes become neglected when 
the 


temgest has abated." 


He added: 
"As far as we are concerned, we 


should consider as criminal any act or 
•word which would tend to disturtf or 
weaken this alliance. We have made 
nnd will continue to make all efforts 
to draw our policy closer to that of 
our allies, and will always be prepared 
to seek with them such alleviations 
as concerted-action may bring to theft 
sufferings." 


BRITISH TRADE IMPROVED 


Turning to the question of British 


trade and the effect of the Ruhr oc- 
cupation upon it, the premier said 
British statistics showed an increase 
In the tonnage value of exports and 
Import* during -the first months of 
this year as compared with 1922. 


"I do not "conclude that England 


--has-profited'by' the Ruhr~occupation 


as I should have wished and as she 
mlgh£ have profited if she had been by 
our" side in the Ruhr, but I have the 
right to say if there are too many un< 
employed in England, General Degout- 
t« has nothing to do with it," he said.

ed, "is not illegal, inasmuch as the 
Versailles treaty and collective allied 
declarations recognize the rights of 
the Allies to occupy additional ter- 
ritory as security for reparations pay- 
ments.

face thoughts. In the end he wil' 
have to take the Judgment of the ship 
ping board or see the whole thing 
disintegrate before him. Mr. Harding 
spent more time on the shipping 
question than anything else. Scarce- 
ly a day went by that he did not work 
on It. 
Chairman Farley came into

Mr. Coolidge is a 
liberty to change It and there are- 
rumors that he wants to do so, bu 
the truth is the president doesn't know

Retaliation by. the Standard Oil com- 


pany against Gov. McMaster of South 
Dakota for reducing the price of gaso- 
line brings to light again the same meth- 
ods which the company has often em- 
plo.yed in disciplining refiners in various 
localities. The Standard is so rich that 
. it can afford to sell its products- tempo- 
rarily at a loss, which only a few other 
concerns can do. 


The Standard candidly says, in its pub- 


lic statement, that its object in meeting 
competition with "distress 
gasoline" 


sold at a price which "does not include 
the cost of distribution.'1 is to fix a "rea- 
sonably profitable price.'' both for itself 
.and for its competitors. The assertion is 
good logic and good business. It leads 
to the fundamental question. ""What 
price, based on cost of production and 
distribution, would be fajr and bring reas- 
onable profit?1' 


Independents will either have to go in- 


to bankruptcy or raise their prices. 
If 


they go into bankruptcy, competition will 
be eliminated in many places. The Stan- 
dard would .not have to increase its price 
above a fair level in order to recoup its 
losses; increased business would make up 
the difference. - 


, 
The price will advance again, as the in- 


dependents are not strong enough finan- 
cially to submit to losses, and states, 
cities and counties will be unable to com- 
pete with the Standard, as it will be im- 
possible for them to obtain adequate sup- 
'ply at low wholesale prices. After the 
"brief competition is ended, the public 
trill be no wiser than it was before. 


At intervals the demand for oil dimin- 


ishes and suddenly large quantities are 
sold at a loss. All in all, however, the 
demand for oil is vigorous and is steadily 
increasing, and this strong demand tends 
to fis the prices of product and by-prod- 
ucts. Furthermore, the growing demand 
is continuous and tends to reduce the ul- 
timate supply of petroleum.

IS REDUCTION HEALTHFUL 


Anyone who is overweight, overeats: it is not only 


harmless but beneficial to health for any one who 
IB overweight to reduce by tho natural process, 
which Is simply a reversal of the natural process 
responsible for the excessive weight. 


A child in his teens, living a nitural life, that is. 


playing vigorously every day. needs as much food 
as his father who works every day or perhaps 
more food than his mother who merely, boards at 
home and hires housework. (Not that I would play 
father up as the martyr of modern home life for 
joodness knows there aro no flies on father when 
:t comes to gyplng his way through life without do- 
ng any real work.) The point I moan to make la 
that tho growing boy or girl needs a generous ra- 
tion for growing and building, with which father 
and mother are all through. That accounts for the 
shocking appetite of the normal youngster. 


The usual cause of obesity is a sad combination 


of a working appetite or eaUng habit with a shrink- 
ng life. 


There are other means of reduction than by diet 


and exercise.

CANNING PEACHES 


Perhaps there is no fruit 
more 


satisfactory for canning than peaches. 
They- retain their flavor and shape 
and keep so well that the 
canned 


peach is almost as acceptable as the 
fresh one. 
For canning, clingstone 
peaches, 


not too ripe, are preferable: but for 
peach pickles, never. This thing of 
trying to eat a clingstone pickled 
peach is far from pleasure. Clings 
have a finer, richer 
flavor and a 


firmer, finer grained flesh than frees, 
but unless firm to the touch they are 
too much of a. pest to bother with. 
They must be canned by the open 
kettle method. 


To prepare peaches for 
canning 


cut around,the peach on the seam. 
Twist the halves apart and cut the 
stone from the half to which it 
clings. Pare and can, allowing 1 cup 
sugar to a quart can for" peaches 
canned for pics or puddings, and 2 
cups for peaches canned 
for table 


use. 


COLD PACK PEACHES 


Use freestone peaches. Wash and 


dip in boiling water for two minutes. 
Dip in cold -water and slip skins. Cut 
In halves and remove stones. Pack 
in sterilized Jars to within ttjnch of 
the top. 
Fill with sirup and half 


seal. Put In hot water bath. The 
water must cover Jars by at least 
two inches. 
Process for twenty minutes, count- 


ing the time when the boiling begins. 
Remove from boiler, finish sealing 
and cool quickly. Peaches are usual- 
ly canned In a medium sirup.* To 
make medium sirup: 3 cups su?ar. 
2 cups water. Boil four minutes. 


PICKLED PEACHES 


Four pounds peaches. 2 cups cider 


vinegar. 3 cups sugar. 1 teaspoon 
ground cloves. 2 teaspoons ground 
cinnamon. 1 teaspoon sround 
all- 


spice.
